4 Ig. raw potatoes 2 tbsp. bacon fat 
2 small boiled potatoes 
1 egg 
1 c milk

or butter
1 tbsp. baking powder 
1 tbsp> flour 
salt and pepper

Peel raw potatoes and grate. Mash peeled boiled po­ 
tatoes. Combine both with remaining ingredients. Pour 
into greased tin or casserole. Bake at 450 degrees for 15 
minutes; reduce to 350 degrees bake for 45 minutes longer.

BULVINIAI KUKULIAI (Potato Zepplins)
8 Ig, potatoes 2 eggs
4 small boiled potatoes \'z Ib. ground beef
1 tsp. salt 1 small onion

salt and pepper
Peel and grate potatoes. Strain through cloth. Add 

mashed boiled potatoes, salt, pepper, beaten eggs and 
starch which had 'settled in the strained juice. Combine 
thoroughly. Pat this mixture into oblongs about the size 
and shape of small frankfurter rolls. On each oblong place 
a spoonful of meat to which chopped onion, salt and pep­ 
per have been added. Fold potato mixture around meat. 
Drop into boiling salted water. Boil 25 to 30 minutes. Serve 
with finely chopped fried bacon with onions or melted 
butter or sour cream.

14 c powdered sugar 1 tbsp. brandy 
3 tbsp butter 1 tbsp. lemon rind
